western department took boats at Fort 
Vancouver and travelling up the 
Columbia reached the boat encamp- 
ment, there taking horses, he came 
overland by way of “Tete Jaune Cache” 
|“Jasper House” and “Lac St. Ann's” 
|to Edmonton, there again taking boats 
| he travelled down the Saskatchewan to

COM pany had a fi rt on the grave yard 
flat. Mr. John Norris tells me that 
Chas. Bourgar’, an old servant « f the 
Hudson's Bay Company who died some 
years ago, informed him that he re- 
membered the fort on the graveyard 
flat, and that one spring the water in 
the river rose to such a height that the 
boats were floated into the square of 
the fort, and loaded out of the upper 
windows of the stores. Fearing a re- 
currence of such a flood the fort was 
abandoned and another built on the 
same site as the present establishment. 

The fort as it existed up to 1887 
with its bastions and high stockades 
was a familiar object to all of you. Its 
appearance then justified the name of 
fort being applied to it. The post was 
called Edmonton House by the Hud- 
son's Bay Company, and the fort of 
the Beaver Hills by the Indians. 

The first explorers and traders in 
this country, whether connected with 
either the Hudson's Bay Company or 
the Northwest Company, must have 
been men of no ondinary discernment 
and ability, for we find that all the 
central posts that they established have 
become towns of importance the 
country has settled up, as witness Fort 
William, Fort Garry, Brandon, Qu’Ap 
pelle, Victoria on Vancouver Island, 
old Fort Vancouver in Oregon, and 
our own town of Eimonton. The suc- 
coms of these old time adventurers in 
this matter can be accounted for, if we 
consider that in selecting a place in 
which vo establish a head pret of a 
new district, they looked not alone to 
ite advantages os a fur treding estab- 
lishment, but at the advantages it 
Prormonmed as a base of supplies and as 
® central point from which the sur- 
rounding country might be tapped.

the pemican, chiefly supplied by the 
Edmonton district. After the extinc- 
tion of the buffalo, however, bacon and 
flour had to be imported into Edmon- 
ton to enable even the local transport 
to be carried on, and to-day we still see 
large quantites imported both for local 
use and shipment to the country to the 
north of us. But I think we also can 
see the beginning of a return to the 
old order of things, and that Edmonton 
instead of importing will soon export, 
not as formerly pemican, dried meat 
and tallow, but grain, vegetables, cattle, 
butter, bacon and cheese. 

Large as the quantity of fur shipped 
down the Saskatchewan in the palmy 
days of old Fort Edmonton, there is a 
larger quantity shipped from here to- 
day, as all ,the fur from the northern 
districts that formerly passed by an- 
other route, now comes to Edmonton. 
Edmonton to-day as a market for sale 
of furs, occupies much the same posi- 
tion as did Fort Garry inthe years 
between 1871 and 1885. 

The village of Edmonton may be 
said to have begun its existence as such 


when the C. P. R. sent the first survey 
| party 


to the Edmonton district in 


i871]. From that date to the present 


time the place has gone on increasing 


in population and civilization, At first 
the progress made was very slow, but 
it never ceased progressing, never went 
back. One by one the houses went up. 
stores were built. settlers kept drop- 
ping in, and came to stay. The village 
grew till it felt able to take on itself 
the dignity cf a town, and the town 
has grown until it stands as we see it 
to-day. 

To the Old Timers’ who came here 
when Edmonton was but in its infancy, 
many of vou having travelled the 900 
and odd miles between here and Win- 
nipeg, either on foot at the tail of a 
red river cart, or on the back of a 
thoroughbred cayuse, it must be very 
gratifying to know that the results 
arrived at are due to your efforts. 

To many of us the sight of the old 
fort recalls memories of many a plea- 
sant day spent within its hospitable 
wooden walls, but we would not re- 
call those days if we could, for we feel 
that though some of the old timers’ still 
remain, the old times have passed 
away, and like the buffalo, are now 
only to be sought for and found in the 
north.

count of the votes cast in several noes 
divisions of St. Albert electoral district 
was made upon Judge Rouleau, by J. B. 


Langlais of St. Albert, accompanied by the 
necessary deposit of 30.

laces the votes of which will be counted 
vy the judge are No. 2, Morinville, No. 4, 
Glengarry, No.5, Poplar lake, No.6, Sturge- 
on river and No. 8, Lake St. Ann, The 
demand is made on behalf of Mr. Prince. 
Under the election ordinance a demand for 
a recount may be, and in this case it is 
practically, an election protest.
